Although trailing by some 
9,000 popular votes, Gov. Her- 
man Talmadge early Thurs- 
day morning claimed the “ap- 
parent” nomination for Gov- 
ernor on a basis of his lead- 
ership of an indicated 261 
county unit votes—5l more 
than‘ necessary to win, if they 
remain in his column.

The latest reports from Romania are 
uncertain as to whether Bishop Gerald P. 
O’Hara actually has -been charged with 
espionage, as first reported. 

It is known, however, that the Com- 
munists have had their eye on Bishop 
O’Hara, Bishop of the Savannah-Atlanta 
Diocese on leave as Papal Nuncio to 
Romania. Reports were circulated several 
months ago that his arrest was imminent. 

That he should become a victim of 
trumped-up spy charges is outrageous but 
not wholly unexpected. 

At present the Communists are charg- 
ing his chauffeur with being a spy in the 
Bishop’s employ. If events follow the 
usual Communist course, Bishop O’Hara 
may be formally charged soon.

Dr. Roy R. Kracke, who died at Syla- 
cauga, Aia., Tuesday, not only was one of 
the world’s foremost authorities on blood 
diseases, but also was one of the ablest 
medical adniinistrators in the country.

Postal Service 


Editor Constitution: The postmaster general 
in Washington recently sent out an order, “Read- 
justment of Service,” which is of vital impor- 
tance to all of us. 


Among the different instructions, I am calling 
attention particularly to No. 20, reading as fol- 
lows: ; 


“Postmasters will immediately discontinue di- 
rectory service on ordinary mail other than per- 
ishable matter and parcels of obvious value. Di- 
rectory service will be continued on special de- 
livery, registered, insured and c. o. d. mail. In 
providing this limited service, postmasters will 
discontinue the maintenance of specially prepared 
interleaved directories.” 


This means that letters which we formerly 
received, unless they carry an address, will be re- 
turned. Where the street address is unknown, 
formerly the Post Office Department would do 
everything in, its power to make delivery, but 
with this new order it not only is going to create 
havoc but will be a great disappointment both 
to the recipient and to the sender and will cause 
great harm and annoyance and again will fall 
upon those individuals least able to be incon- 
venienced. 

As a result of Congress’ increasing salaries, 
is there any reason why the service should be- 
come second-class? On the contrary, the post- 
master general should ask the public to support 
him in asking for funds that will maintain our 
postal service at the highest point of efficiency.

‘Uncle Tom’ 


Editor Constitution: Re: Your column about 
the old trooper who was with General Forrest. 
What Mr. Bean was to you, Uncle Lou Smith was 
to me. He was my great-uncle, one of eight 
brothers and brothers-in-law who marched away 
to join the Blue hosts called to arms by their 
great fellow Spencer Countian and revered lead- 
er. Of the eight, only Uncle Lou survived to 
tell me stories and to forward the tradition. Only 
two returned at all and one of them shortly died 
of his wounds. They rest at Vicksburg, Chatta- 
nooga and in Virginia. My grandfather with his 
eight children was too old to go. But he served 
in the Home Guards and on the Ohio River; Home 


Guardsmen died from minie balls quite as dead — 


as at Missionary Ridge. He saw action at Panther 


Creek, near Owensboro, Ky., fighting those guer- 
rillas against whom Buford and Morgan made 
common cause at Cumberland Gap. 


Maybe you would like to know the attitude 
of Uncle Lou toward the great Confederate lead- 
ers. From him I learned the story of Stonewall 
Jackson and his stand at first Bull Run. Uncle 
Lou, unlike the rest of his brothers, served with 
the Iron Brigade in the Army of the Potomac. 
The others, so long as they lived, served with 
Grant and Sherman in the West and so lively was 
the sectionalism, West vs. East, that Uncle Lou 
always said that until Grant came East, General 
Lee had his way with them. Grant and the Iron 
Brigade won the war in Virginia, according to 
the old man. 


Of Lee, he had nothing but profound respect 
and admiration and for Jackson as near adoration 
as an enemy in war can have for his opponent. 
Deeply religious, of English background, he called 
him the Cromwell of the Confederacy. But of the 
Western generals, he spoke most highly of Sidney 
Johnson, he Who died at the moment of victory 
at Shiloh, and volunteered the almost traitorous 
opinion that had Sidney tived, Grant would have 
ended his career right there. 


Second, he said they feared most old Joe 
Johnston, The Fox he called him. Had he been 
left in command in Atlanta, “our Army might 
never have reached Savannah.” The other two 
in the West of whom he talked were Forrest 
and that little-known brigadier, John Morgan, 
who, of all Southern leaders, actually invaded 
Indiana and scared our people half to death. 


Was he bitter? Mind the price his family had 
paid! Never by word or deed, did he ever reflect 
anything but credit on the Southern leaders, the 
Southern soldiery or others excepting one, the 
commandant at Andersonville where one of his 
brothers died. That was personal. He called 
them “Johnny Rebs” but with a respect and even 
fondness that reflected his political creed that 
they were Americans first, wrong perhaps, but 
neighbors and brave men of whom he was proud. 

So much about the war has been written from 
the point of view of the extreme North and South, 
that the position of the border country is still 
not understood. A borderman led the Union. 
Hence his generosity in every contact with the 
South. They believed in God and Lincoln and 
sometimes I think they mixed them up. The war 
was never to be forgotten. But in a manner that 
can reach beyond the grave. 

Maybe someday on the eternal hillsides, Mr. 
Bean and Uncle Lou may meet with us and com- 
pare notes. Quite a day, huh? I think so. They 
will be glad to meet and swap the eternal equiva- 
lent of “baccy” and coffee and small talk. They 
both and all their comrades must never be for- 
gotten.

An Expert on American Rights 


WASHINGTON—Dr. Edward A. Rumely, a large and elderly party in a light 
gray suit which exactly matches his hair, earns $25,000 a year teaching people 


about the Constitution.

Obviously he is an expert on the rights of Americans 
Now some congressmen are charging that he is a 


lobbyist and demanding that he produce the names of his biggest contributors. 
The Doc retorts, in so many words, the hell with ’em. He beams at the gentle- 
men through his rimless eyeglasses, and charges that they’re trying to smash the Constitution on 
his own massive head. The resultant argument, with all hands shouting at once, was magnificent. 


At the moment I’d say the Doc won. 

He’s the man who spends, as executive sec- 
retary of the committee for Constitutional Gov- 
ernment, large sums of money distributing books 
about the Constitution. Most of these volumes 
—and he’s published more than 82,000,000 of 
them in the last six years—charge that the ad- 
ministration is fracturing the Constitution and 
nearly all of its amendments. 


So the Doc started the proceedings by 
herding into the House caucus room a porter, 
pushing a truck, loaded with samples of 
his literature. Included was a stack of copies 
of the Constitution, handsomely embossed, 
and printed in Chinese, Polish, Arabic, and 
numerous other languages, including Eng- 
lish. 


This literature he piled high on a green baize 
table and turned his attention to Rep. Frank 
Buchanan, (Dem., Pa.), chairman of the lobby 
investigators. 

The chairman charged that big business men 
bought these books, simply as a dodge to avoid 
getting their names published as contributors 
to an organization trying to influence Congress. 
This made the Doc laugh.

NEW YORK—The only sensible and courageous way to deal with Communists 
in our midst is to make membership in Communist organizations or covert sub- 
sidies a capital offense and shoot or otherwise put to death all persons convicted 

* of such. These people are guilty of conspiring with a foreign enemy to make 
war on our country. In this war, the ehemy will kill as many Americans as he 
may have to in order to destroy our Government and make slaves of all those 

Americans who, after the defeat, refuse to join the triumphant regime. This regime would be run 
by the American Communists remaining alive. It would, of course, put the country through a reign 
of terror similar to the massacres in Russia after Kerensky was kicked out and the massacres in 
Romania, Bulgaria, Hungary and other States which fell under similar treachery fomented by the 


Government of Soviet Russia with inside help. 

No person in public office, indeed no Amer- 
ican capable of passing the minimal intelligence 
test prescribed for applicants for a driver's 
license can plead ignorance of the fact that the 
Government of Soviet Russia has a fixed, un- 
shakeable purpose of conquering our Govern- 
ment by force and violence, which are synony- 
mous, and/or by political dissolution from the 
inside. 


It is a crime under our State and Federal 
laws to try to unseat Government by force 
even though the rebellious persons have no 
connection with Russia. Any gang taking to 
the streets under arms te overpower legal 
authority or conspiring to do so should be 
put to death. 


Fastidious quibbling over circumstantial evi- 
dence of membership in the Communist Party or 
in its flagrant fronts serves no purpose but the 
enemy's. It enables traitors to mock and taunt 
patriotic Americans by consorting and co-op- 
erating with undisguised enemies and _ then 
cloaks them with the protection of the Constitu- 
tion which they are trying to overthrow. Laws 
should be enacted and the courts should adopt 
rules recognizir.g the fact that traitors who 
knowingly consort with and serve the purposes 
of the enemy have intentionally put themselves 
in jeopardy. The punishment for such conduct 
should be the same as though the defendant 
were, in fact, a member of the party. 

All members of the Communist Party are 
parties to the criminal conspiracy against the 
United States. Inasmuch as the success of that 
conspiracy would be fatal to the United States 
all these conspirators should be subject to 
capital punishment and the National and State 
laws should be so amended.

: ai are back home and are just as tasty. I always 

me the idea that the hotter the sun the tougher the vegetables, 

but this doesn’t work out down here. The one Summer I spent in 

New England probably got me off to this way of thinking, their 

peas and asparagus were the best I had tasted or have tasted 

since, and our peas are nearly always pretty robust and my aspara- 
gus never turns out very well. 

I figured the gentleness of the New England sun permitted the 
plants to grow naturally without putting on an extra layer of pro- 
tection. Also, that the short season gave the plants an urge to get 
up and get so that frost wouldn’t catch them unmatured. All plants 
have the urge to mature and reproduce themselves through a 


seed crop. 

Down in Florida you have observed the 
In the Shade growing of tobacco under shade and this is 
done to give the tobacco a more delicate leaf. I understand the 
growing of boxwood is done the same way. 

Regardless of theories, the beans, squash, tomatoes, cucumbers, 
peppers, are as succulent, as mild, and as tasty as I have found 
anywhere. The squash is particularly fine: It grows as big as a 
small watermelon, but is as eatable as the small squash that shows 
up on the green grocer’s shelves. 

And speaking of squash, I have learned how to make use of 
it for a longer period in the season. Most people get enough of it 
after a few cookings in the early Summer. My method is to keep 
adding more onion to it as you become less fond of it. Start off 
with plain boiled squash, then begin adding onions, and then get 
to adding more onions. Onion helps everything, like O. Henry 
said about water.

MacArthur Thinks of Home 


Harold Martin’s column was mailed from Tokyo several days before the Com- 


munist invasion of South Korea, 


TOKYO—I had an hour-long talk with Gen. Douglas ;MacArthur the other 

x day—an hour-long listén rather, for the magnificent old soldier was in splendid 

ss voice and spirits. I had made out a list of questions, covering what I thought 
were the main points of the story here—how, important these islands are to the security of the 
U. S.; how able Russia is, right now, to launch an attack against them; how able we are to resist 
such an attack if it should come; and what we could do in the way .of striking® back from here if 


_the Soviet should attack. 


He answered them all—ard then put the de- 
tails of the answers off the record. It all added 
up, roughly, to this, though: He does not feel 
the Russians would be able, right now, to launch 
a destructive assault on us in Asia; if they should, 
we are strong enough to turn it back; and once 
having turned it back, we could strike hard in 
retaliation. Not much news in that, but some 
comfort, coming from a man who knows this 
part of the world as well as he does. 

As much as is in what he said, I was interested 
in the general as a man and was happy to see 
that he still possesses great vigor and an engross- 
ing interest in his job. He is 70 years old and 
for the past decade he has borne both the great 
burden of leading a great army to victory in a 
merciless war and the almost equally heavy 
burden of rehabilitating a conquerer enemy. 


And though he looks older than his pic- 
tures, he does not look his age. He looks nei- 
ther cld nor tired. He still stands straight 
and tall. His voice has a deep ring, and his 
eyes are bright, his mind as quick and sharp 
and sure as a young man’s. 


Only when he pauses to light his pipe and you 
notice that his hands tremble a little as he takes 
the wooden match from its box do you realize 
that he is getting along in years. Like any pipe- 
smoker, that matchbox is always in his hand, 
and always in action. He uses it to drive home 
his points, holding it out and giving it a hard 
shake to punctuate his sentences. It is a little 
disconcerting to an interviewer, but it leaves no 
doubt as to what points the general wishes to 
stress. 

He works unbelievably hard, on a rather pecu- 
liar schedule that keeps the lights burning at his 
headquarters in the Dai Iti Building late at 
night. He does a great deal of work at his 
quarters in the embassy early in the morning 
and reaches his office around 11 a. m. He is at 
his desk there unti] around 3, when he goes home

to lunch, listens to the news broadcasts, and 
takes a short rest. He is back around 4:30 to 5 
and works on until 8 or 9 at night, sometimes 
later.. He has been carrying out this schedule 
seven days a week since the occupation began. 
The lesser fry among the occupation may take 
their week ends at the beautiful beach resorts 
near Tokyo, but MacArthur has been in his office 
every day, Sunday, Christmas, New Year’s and 
his birthday included, since 1945. He never ac- 


- cepts social invitations, and only on rare occa- 


sions does he attend suth official functions as 
military reviews for visiting dignitaries. 


He holds no formal press conferences, either, 
but visiting firemen passing through do not find 
him hard to see. Any veteran of his great cam- 
paign through the islands finds a welcome at 
his office. He has retained his attitude of firm 
reserve toward the Japanese, but he has come 
to respect the tremendous vitality of these hard- 
working little people, and the courage with which 
they have rebuilt their shattered country. The 
Japanese, he said, has long since learned the 
dignity of labor and that, whatever his job, a 
man is happier working and building than loaf- 
ing and intriguing. 


More and more, as the years pass, he 
wants to go back home. He has not set foot 
on U. 8S. soil for 13 years. He is still deter- 
mined not to go back until the job is done 
here, until Japan has joined the society of 
peaceful nations again under a workable 
treaty that will at the same time provide 
guarantees of our own security in the Far 
East. 


I told him the people had not forgotten him 
and that there was a warm welcome awaiting 
him there. He said he was gratified if folks 
still remembered how we fought the long fight 
back from Bataan, but just the sight of the land 
itself would be welcome enough for him. 


Pres. Tramiie Behind Graham’s Downfall 


WASHINGTON—lIf you’re looking for a hot retort just recall Harold E. Stassen’s recent state- 
ment—to a close supporter of Sen. Frank P. Graham, of North Carolina, defeated for Democratic 
renomination on Saturday—that President*Truman is the best politician ever to occupy the White 
House. As they feel today, these Graham friends might even subscribe to the other half of Stassen’s 
comment—to wit, that Truman is the nation’s worst President. The most remarkable feature of Gra- 
ham’s downfall is that he polled nearly 50,000 fewer votes in the runoff than in the four-cornered 
primary on May 27. In contrast, the successful candidate, Willis Smith, increased his first primary 


total by approximately 30,000 votes. 

Friends of Graham attribute his defeat to a 
series of developments in Washington that 
fanned Southern racial and State Rights preju- 
dices just at the moment calculated to do their 
candidate the most harm. 


The last and most egregious of these 
blows to Graham’s hopes, say his fellow Tar- 
heels, was President Truman’s pointed snub- 
bing of Govs. J. Strom Thurmond, of South 
Carolina and Fielding L. Wright, of Mississ- 
ippi, on the last day before the North Caro- 
lina voting. The President said he left Thur- 
mond and Wright out of a luncheon tendered 
to all other Democratic Governors, because 
he was inviting only “real” Democrats. , 


This incident alone, reported in big headlines 
in all Southern newspapers, is believed by 
Graham’s supporters to have caused many 
thousands who voted for him in the first primary 
either to change sides or ~*~ away from the 


polls. 

It was not the Truman luncheon alone, 
however, that spelled political doom for Gra- 
ham. The first event that put him on the skids 
was the Administration attempt to put through 


the Senate a compulsory Fair Employment 
Practices Act, and the consequent Southern fil- 
ibuster. This fight had been held off on the 
ground that it might injure Sen. Claude Pep- 
per’s chances inthe Florida primary on May 2, 
but with the effect of staging the crucial clo- 
ture vote just a week ahead of the first North 
Carolina primary. Graham, because of illness, 
did not participate in that vote and subsequently 
he trimmed down on the FEPC issue by de- 
claring that he favored a noncompulsory FEPC, 
rather than the force bill advanced by Presi- 
dent Truman. 


Last but not least among the Washington 
blows against Graham was the series of Su- 
preme Court decisions, June 5, barring racial 
segregation in railroad dining cars and or- 
dering admission of Negroes to universities 
in Texas and Oklahoma. Because he is a 
former President of the University of North 
Carolina, the latter educational decisions, 
put Graham on a particularly hot spot. 


Defeat of Pepper and Graham removes the

only Southern Senators who have supported, 
in any degree, the Truman Civil Rights pro- 
gram. And, in contrast, dyed-in-the-wool Dixie- 
crats—notably Sens.

William Fulbright, of Arkansas—are riding to- 
ward re-election virtually without opposition.

According to a ruling by the Board of Re- 
gents of the University System of Georgia, going 
to the polls on election day and casting a ballot 
is “engaging in politics.” 

With this opinion, we disagree completely. 
Voting in an election is not engaging in politics. 
It is engaging in democracy. 

The Board’s opinion was stated when it re- 
fused to act on a request that a holiday be de- 
clared on June 28 so students enrolled in the 
summer session of the University of Georgia 
could go home to vote. The request seems to be 
most reasonable, and the attitude of the Board 
only serves to contribute to the “delinquency” 
of Georgia voters. 

The University System should be teaching 
the students enrolled in its various branches how 
to be good citizens. One of the prime requisites 
of good citizenship is participation in elections. 
Refusal to allow students time to vote is certainly 
contrary to the principles of good citizenship. 

The Board said, “It is our unanimous opin- 
ion that it is contrary to policies of the Board 
to grant holidays so that students in the Uni- 
versity System may participate in politics or 
political campaigns.” 

With that policy we would agree complete- 
ly, but to term going to the polls on election 
day and voting as participation in political cam- 
paigns does not reflect the intelligence one would 
expect to find among members of the Board of 
Regents.

TIPS FOR VACATIONERS 


| Woods Are Full of Poison Ivy 
And Red Bugs---So Beware! 


By. YOLANDE GWIN 


The woods are full of poison ivy. 
And they also are full of red bugs. 


These two are lurking there in more or less a co-0 
tion. Or at least spoil that forthcoming long week-end of the Fourth of July. 


Unsuspecting city people tak- 
ing to the woods obviously 
ignore these two Summertime 
menaces which are worse than 
the seven-year itch. 

Poison ivy with its kindred 
plants, poison oak and white 
sumac, present the greatest 
peril to vacationists. 

Dr. James F. Hackney, direc- 
tor of the Department of Public 
Health of Atlanta, gives some 
excellent tips on how to avoid 
these dangers or to combat 
them if you fall victim. 

“The best thing to do about 
poison ivy is to stay away from 
it,” said Dr. Hackney Tuesday. 
“This can be done only by 
knowing the plants and steering 


. clear of it regardless of where 


it may be growing. Hikers and 
fishermen should be especially 
alert for these plants.” 

It was pointed out too, that 
it is necessary to see that the 
fire wood has no ivy vines cling“ 
ing to it for the poison is car- 
ried by the smoke. Many are 
immune to the ivy. But it is 
not always a good idea to trust 
your immunity. Many persons 
have treated poison ivy with 
contempt for years and suddenly

This 
treatment also will get rid of 
“Mr. Chigger”’—that is ,if he 
hasn’t buried himself in your 
tender and lily-white skin. If 
so, an application of salty butter 
will kill them. 


And sunburn precautions? 

Well, the best time to take 
precautions on this is before 
going into the sun. 

Sun worshippers are remind- 
ed the best method to avoid 
“burns” is to use a good oil 
rubdown all over the body (or 
a good cream) and to wear a 
iarge hat. 

“And then take it in very 
small doses,” Dr. Hackney adds.

OPERATION SANDY 


- Girls, Be Careful 
Of Over-Streamlining 


By ANNE LAWRENCE 


Many overweight girls no doubt envy Sandy her five- 
feet-two-and-a-half inch tall, ninety-nine pound figure. 

But there’s such a thing as over-streamlining. And 
no one would envy the thinness of Sandy’s shoulders, 
with collarbone and shoulder blades so sharply outlined 
that she cannot wear any of the season’s lovely new strap- 
less dresses. She’s embarrassed in any low-cut neckline, 
although, like most young girls, she loves them. 


Sandy’s doctor wants her to 
gain at least ten pounds and he 
has added a tonic to her diet 
to help her along. 3 

In the meantime, we gave 
Sandy several exercises to de- 
velop the muscles of the upper 
back, the shoulders and the 
chest. For no matter how thin 
a@ person may be, scrawny 
shoulders, an undeveloped bust, 
a too-thin neck is never fash- 
ionable nor pretty. 

Here’s one exercise that de- 
velops the muscles of the upper 
back, stretches the neck muscles 
and works directly on the chest 
and bust muscles: 

Lie flat on your back with 
your arms out to the side, keep- 
ing your arms on the floor 
throughout the exercise. Now 
raise your chest and shoulders, 
with your chin tilted upward, 
keeping the weight on the back 
of your head. Raise as high as 
you can. Relax, lowering chest 
and shoulder to the floor. Re- 
peat five times and gradually 
increase to ten. 

Another triple-threat exercise 
for developing the pectoral 
muscles and, at the same time, 
strengthening the upper back 
and shoulder muscles: 

Stand straight, feet together. 
Stretch your arms out to the 
sides on a level with your 
shoulders. Clench your fists. 
Now swing the arms and shoul- 
ders together in a circular move- 
ment, upward and backwards. 
Lift the shoulders as the arms 
go up and back. You will be 
able to feel a pull all across your 
chest. Repeat ten times daily. 

This one may remind Sandy 
of setting-up exercises in gym 
class, but it’s a good uplift for 
oa back and shoulder mus- 
cles: 

Stand erect, feet together, 
arms down at your sides. Slowly 
raise your arms high over your 
head. Pull up, as if you were 
reaching for the ceiling light. 
Now slowly lower your arms 
until they are level with your 
shoulders, pushing your shoul- 


ders back, your chest up and 
out as you lower your arms. 
Drop arms to your sides, in 
original position. . Now, with a 
good hard pull and a fast swing, 
raise your arms high above 
your head. Return to original 
ition and repeat the exercise. 
epeat ten times daily. 
Next: Sandy learns to care for 
hands and nails.

Hungry Baby 
Cries To Tell 
You of Hunger

This series having to do with 
the reasons why babies cry is 
based on several things: my own 
personal experience and my 
reading of the results of studies 
made of a large number of ba- 


bies bv nediatricians, nurses and 
trained observers. Before getting 
launched once more on this sub- 
ject, I wrote again to the Mavo 
Clinic to find out whether they 
had turned up anything new 
about crying babies! The reply 
was “No.” 

When your baby cries he {is 
trving to tell you something 
about himself in the only way 
he can. He isn’t being naughty, 
exhibiting temper, or putting 
something over on you, or seek- 
ing undeserved attention or 
spoiling. 

While we don’t know all the 
answers, we do know some. 
I’ve heard people say that they 
could always interpret a baby’s 
crying: “Oh. that’s the hunger 
cry ... that’s the pain cry... 
that’s the anger cry.” 

In seeking for clues to the 
baby’s crying we have to use 
the process of elimination. That 
is, we run over the causes in 
our minds, or look the baby 
over, with the idea of removing 
all obvious reasons for this cry- 
ing. Many causes will be found. 
But one cause is outstanding: 
the villain of our piece—the 
one who most often makes our 
baby cry longest and loudest— 
we find is hunger. What I am 
referring to is just the plain 
simple hunger of a baby not 
getting enough milk to satisfy 
his appetite.

Yes, the 3,600 caloriesc a day 
rations had all-around bulging 
consequences ... and proved to 
be a mighty expensive propo- 
sition. One department store 
that made the uniforms to meas- 
ure, found their models so 
changed in size a few weeks 
later when they came for final 
fittings that it cost the store 
$1.500 in alterations. 

For all their hardening physi- 
cal exercise, the added weight 
was cutting down on the Wac’s 
physical efficiency. So Army 
rations were brought back into 
line, and the 2,400 calorie diet 
was issued for all female per- 
sonnel. The new rations are 
high in protein, minerals and 
vitamins. The quantity of the 
diet has not been changed so 


much as the character of the 
menus ... they are less fatten- 


When the feminine army has 
training tables of its own, this 
works out fine. But when they 
eat at tables where the 3,600- 
calorie diet is still served and 
the women must curb their own 
appetites, it’s tougher. Well, 
the Army is issuing pamphlets 
to re-educate the feminine ap- 
petite. ... 

There is one other little calo- 
rie hurdle that seems to stump 
the Army, and that is how to 
control the between-meal snacks 
which, they point out, must be 
taken into account. Yes sir! 
They’re working on Operation 
Snacks—munching is not GI. 

And what are Army regula- 
tians for a reducing diet for the 
Women’s Army Corps? It’s 
1,200 caloriesc a day—high in 
protecin, minerals and vitamins, 
with no snacks between. And 
all hard-working, overweight 
sisters ... we recommend the 
same for you. 


A Big Pound of Cure 


For Summer Mildew 


By ANNE CAIN 


Once mildew gets its tena- 
cious little teeth into the 
fabric of your existence, you 
may decide that the easiest 
course will be to accept it 
like dandelions, and simply 
learn to love it. 


There are ways, however. of 
removing mildew, right down to 
the last trace, provided it is 
gotten soon enough, and has not 
taken such a grip on your pos- 
sessions that in leaving, it takes 
warp and woof right aiong with 
it. 

Actually, aside from being 
unsightly, mildew is destructive, 
and the sooner it is removed 
the less chance it has to weaken 
or rot fabric. Surface growth 
shou'd be rémoved by brushing 
the article thoroughly, out of 
doors—‘to prevent scattering 
spores in the house—and then 
the art'cle sunned and aired 
thoroughly. Fabrics which can- 
not be washed or sponged with 
wate: should be dry-cleaned. 

Fresh mildew stains on wash- 
able fabrics shovld be wash a! 
once with soap and water, 
rinsed and dried in the sun A 
solution of one tablespoon s0- 
dium perborate to a pint of 
lukewarm water, sponged over 
the residue, allowed to stand 
for a minute or two and then 
rinsed, will remove any remain- 
ing stain. 

This is, of course, a bleach, 
and should be tried out on an 
inside seam of colored material 
before usirg. 

Disagreeable dishclothes and 
washcloths may be sweetened 
by boiling a few minutes in 
water to which baking soda (2 
teaspoons to a quart of water) 
has been added. Bleach, if 
necessary, and then launder. 

A chlorine bleach may be 
used on undyed cotton, linen or 
rayon, using a weak vinegar so- 
lution to stop the action of the 
chlorine after a short time. 

Should mildew get a start on 
upholstered articles or mat- 
tresses, tackle it with your 
vacuum cleaner, and then ex- 
pose to generous quantities of 
Sun and air. Try removing 
stains with a light sponging of 
thick soap suds, and wipe with 
a clean, damp cloth. Uphol- 
stered furniture may be wiped 
with a cloth wrung out of di- 
luted alcohol. Dry thoroughly. 


For a luncheon menu, serve 
scrambled eggs with a tomato 
sauce and accompany them with 
green lima beans. For dessert 
you might have fresh fruit and 
cookies or cake squares. 


Thick soap suds or a rug 
shampoo are recommended for 
rugs and carpets which become 
infected. Wipe them with a 
damp cloth and dry in the sun. 
If mildew is deep-seated, find 
a reputable dry-cleaning or 
storage company and have them 
fumigated. 

Diluted alcohol will remove 
the growth from leather goods, 
such as shoes or try thick suds 
of a mild soap or saddle soap. 
Wipe and dry in an airy place, 
then wax. 

Air is the best treatment for 
mildewed books, Cornstarch or 
talc sprinkled between the 
leaves will take care of exces- 
sive dampness. 

Wipe mildewed floors and 
woodwork with a cloth dipped 
in water to which a little kero- 
sene has been added, or wash 
with warm water and soapsuds. 
Dry thoroughly. 

Painted surfaces should be 
cleaned of mildew stains with 
paint cleaners, A mildew-resist- 
ant compound added to the new 
coat of paint will arrest the 
growth, and prevent new on- 
slaughts. 

Mildewed . wall-paper can 
best be treated by heating the 
room for several hours or even 
days. If the paper is washable, 
wipe mildew stains with a cloth 
wrung out of thick soapsuds, 
then with a clean, damp cloth, 
being careful not to wet or rub 
the paper more than necessary. 
Pat dry with a soft cloth.
